bia if, as their new president avers, they 
have found “a means of eating one’s cake 
and having it.’ The-tast individual whom 
one can recall making that claim 
Charles Ponzi, the Italian adventurer, who 
early in this century set up the fabulous 
Ponzi enterprises which were to yield 100 
per cent profit annually forever. Mr 
Ponzi, of course, did not believe in the 
theory of perpetual returns from initial 
capital, but that was the bill of goods he 
sold to his investors. 

By the hundreds and thousands labor- 
ers, farmers, housewives and others 
showered the Italian trickster with their 
hard-earned cash... He took their life 
savings, returned a small portion of it to 
the first “investors” in the form of thump- 
ing dividends, and when he had milked the 
field dry fled with the cash. The police 
caught up with him, but not with most 
of the cash. Ponzi, it was discovered 
believed in eating the cake at once

The “Glorious Gloucesters”’ 


EN days ago the resounding strains of 

“The Kynegad Slashers,” regimental 
march of the Gloucestershire Regiment 
echoed over Southampton harbor as 
Lieut.-Col. J. P. Carne led 76 of his offi- 
cers and men down the gangplank, back 
home after two years’ imprisonment by 
the Communists in Korea. Yesterday it 
was announced in London that this tall 
calm, pipe-smoking C.O. had been aw arded 
the Victoria Cross. The Queen will pin 
the decoration on his breast on Tuesday 
next 

The award of the VC is alWays an 
occasion for note and comment, so rarely 
is this decoration for valor bestowed in 
comparison with the millions of men who 
serve the colors over the years. Only 
1,346 VCs have been gazetted in almost a 
century and in some 50 wars and military 
campaigns. That fact itself illuminates 
the distinctive character of the decoration, 
the highest and most coveted by fighting 
men throughout the Commonwealth 


One-Way Street 


N the recommendation of its traffic 

consultant the city council has 
decided to put into effect next January 
a system of one-way streets in the most 
congested part of the business district 
‘Traffic conditions in that area, particu 
larly during the rush hours, have been 
eryving for improvement for a long time, 
and it may be that this is the answer 
The plan, product of a detailed study of 
traffic densities, directions of flow and 
chief causes of tie-ups, certainly merits a 
trial. The fact that it has been examined 
and approved by the police and public 
transportation companies suggests that it 
is basically sound Another important 
factor is that it is -not-some_hit-and-miss 
scheme to speed up movement in one
